To maintain this circulation the 
Government pays express charges 
of transportation on all the silver 
dollars it sends out. There is no 
other kind ol money that is similarly 
shipped to individuals at the ex- 
pense o( the Government, with 
the exception o( nickels and cents, 
when (orwarded direct (rom the 
ints. The amount of silver dol- 
lars shipped each year varies (rom 
35,000,000 to 30,000,000, at a cost 
to the Government o( about $50, • 
000 a year. This expense is a tax 
upon the people at large lor the 
benefit mainly o( bankers, who, 
when they need money o( small 
denominations in the movement ol 
the crops or other large trade oper- 
ations, call on the Treasury De- 
partment (or silver dollars in order 
to avoid the express charges that 
would accrue in the shipment o( 
other kinds o( money. 

Under the present financial sys- 
m the only known objections to 
e use of silver money are ita 
sire and weight. An idea ot the 
weight o( silver in bulk is given by 
the (ollowing figures: Seventeen 
silver dollars, one pound ; one thou- 
sand" dollars, filty-nine pounds; 
34,000 silver dollars, one ton, and 
1,000,000 silver dollars, twenty- 
tons. The weights given are 
avoirdupois. With free coinage, 
at the market value of silver, the 
proportionate weights would be 
doubled.

If it were poaaiUe for the Chi- 
cago nominees to repudiate that 
plank of the Platform which Alt- 
geld and Tillman forced the con 
vention to adopt, they would glad- 
ly do bo.

When the Chicago labor riots 
occurred under the leadership of 
Debs, a non-resident agitstor, the 
local authorities were found to be 
in sympathy with the discontented 
employes and neglected to nip the 
prising in the bud, and preserve 
rder while they could. 
Gov. Altgeld, when appealed to 
efused to interfere and the mob 
assumed control and prevented the 
running ol trains, the carrying o( 
the United States mails, and com 
mitted murder, robbery and incen 
diarism, and the conspiracy ex 
tended to other cities until its pro- 
portions were alarming. Altgeld 
having been elected by the votes 
ol the disorderly element, had ex 
ercised the pardoning power t 
liberate the anarchist bomb throw 
era who were sentenced to the pen 
itentiary for the Haymarket Blaugh 
ter. His training and associations 
led him to affiliate with all turbulent 
strikers. Under obligations politi- 
cally and aspiring to profit by the 
success o( the well organized, law, 
nd misguided workmen, he 
ed the pillage and destruction 
o( property, obstruction o( com- 
merce and loss o( lile to go on from 
day to day, while he looked idly 
on without precaution or procla- 
mation. When President Cleve- 
land called out the troops and sup- 
pressed the insurrection at Chica 
go and elsewhere, Altgeld pro- 
tested against, defied and tried to 
prevent the action of the Chief 
Executive.

mails and the cars were so plac- 
arded. For continuing to fulmin- 
ate orders in defiance of these in- 
junctions.

Hence the insertion of the fol-

form ol oppression, by which Fed- 
eral Judges, in contempt of the 
laws of the States and the rights 
of citizens become at once legislat- 
ors, judges and executioners; and 
we approve the bill passed at the 
sion of the United States 
and now pending in 
House, relative to contempt; 
Federal courts, and providing for 
trials by juries in certain cases of 
contempt." . 

It is to this plank on account of 
the occasion that called it forth 
and the associations and parties 
connected with it that causes it to 
be looked upon and termed as 
archistic. The nearest approach 
a defence of this plank was 
Bryan's speech at Tonawanda 
when he said, "The reaton they 
use abusive epithets and apply 
hard names to those who support 
that platform is because they know 
that the platform is a menace to the 
wrong doer, not the smaller wrong

Suppose that the world- 
wheat had increased 176 per cent. 

twenty-three years; is there 
anybody who would be surprised if 
its price declined? The eaters 
have not increased 10 per cent.; 
the cost ol transportation Io the 
ers has diminished more than 
i thirds; why should not 176 
hels of wh»at aell for less than 
1 bushels in 1873? Yet there 
actually persons in this queer 
world who tancy that whtat has 
gont down because tilvtr has gone 
down. 

The bottom fact ol the whole bus- 
iness is that the world produced 
3,000,000 ounces ol sflver in 1873, 
nd 174,000,000 ounces ol silver 
last year. There has not been such 
ise in most other products. 
But the reason for that increase is 
more important than the increase 
itself. A great part of the world's 
production of silver, which for- 
merly required the opening and 
working of silver mines, is now a 
by-product. Men take copper out 
of Ihe earth, as in Montana, and 
get enough for the copper to pay 
then, royally for the mining, and 
then get several milllions worth of 
also, which costs them noth- 
ing. They take lead out of the 
earth, as in Mexico, and get enough 
for the lead to pay for the mining, 
and the silver costs nothing. Ever 
e Comstock lode was 
opened the output of silver and 
gold together has been enormous, 
but nobody has ever imagined that 
would not pay to take out the 
gold alone. The silver which 
came Irom most of the Comstock 
ines really cost not one cent. 
The wonderful thing is not that 
silvtr has fallen in price, under 
such conditions, but that it has not 
fallen more. Its fall in price since 
i860 has been only slightly greater 
than the average decline in all com- 
modities. On August 1 the prices 
ol all commodities taken together 
about 62 per cent, of the 
prices of the same commodities in 
the same markets January i, i860. 
But the price of silver was about 
54 per cent, of the price in i860. 
There is a difference, and yet as- 
tonishingly little difference, con} 
sidering the vast increase in pro- 
duction of silver and its disuse as 
money nearly throughout the com- 
mercial world. 

The world is now doing more 
than nine-tenths of its work with 
credit money, and its systems are so 
_ ized that 1 1,000,000, 000 of 
such money can be more safely 
used to-day than $100,000,000 
could have been used a quarter of 
century ago. It has in like pro- 
portion less need of coin of any kind, 
:tually uses less. Silver has 
fallen mainly because, while it has 
been produced with astonishing 
cheapness, it has become unneces- 
sary io the world's commerce. 
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buys and coins what silver it thinks 
needed lor current trade. India 
suspended silver coinage in 1893. 
China, though a silver standard 
country, never coined any silver ol 
its own until 1890. It has but one 
mint, that at Canton, and though 
there is no limit placed on the 
coinage of silver, only >6, 000,000 
was turned out the last year that is 
reported, 1894. Peru and Guate- 
mala coin silver without any legal 
limit, but, like Mexico, at a fixed

How Would Free Silver Work? 

A Springfield, 111. student of 
the silver question ssksthe "Globe- 
Democrat" to point out the precise 
manner in which Ihe free coinage af\ 
silver would incnate the volume of 
the currency and make money 
tasitr to gtt. We can not do this, 
nor can anybody else. Under free 
coinage the persons having silver 
bullion would send it to the mints 
and have it coined lor their bene 
fit, taking Ihe coin or silver cer 
tificates, The "poor man," how 
sver, whom Iree coinage, accord 
ng to its advocates, is especially de- 
signed to aid, would have none of the 
bullion in his possession. This 
would be in the hands of the "cap- 
italistic classes" — that is to say, of 
e mint owner and the speculator,. 
Would the mine owners or the 
speculators donate to the people 
either the dollars or the bullion 
from -vith which to get the dollars 
irom the mint? Hardly. Each 
class might be a little more lavish 
in its expenditure than it is now, 
but tbe general public would not 
be benefitted. The mine owners 
would optn up a few more mints, 
and thus labor of a certain sort would 
get more employment, but the region 
which could be thus affected is 
only a small patch on the 
of the United States. The wage- 
worker could not get his hands oh 
to those new silver dollars or cer- 
tificates unless he bought them with 
something, property or labor, and 
he can get silver, gold, paper or 
any other sort of money or its rep- 
resentatives on precisely the same 
conditions to day. 

The average wage worker could 
not possibly be helped by tree sil- 
Now we will show how he 
ild be hurt by it. It would 
change into merchandise or send to 
Europe the greater part of the 
J56oo,ooo,ooo of gold coin now in 
the country, and reduce the circula- 
tion to this extent. The country 
would have more bad money than 
it has now, but less good money. 
But the silverite may say the txpul- 
u'on ol gold would hurt nothing, 
for nobody stts either a gold piece or 
a gold certificate in circulation. The 
banks and the Treasury, however, 
hold gold, and its presence in those 
depositories and the confidence of 
the country that it will stay there is 
what permit, tht jic silver dollar- - it 
is only a 51c dollar now, not a 53c 
dollar — to pass for tooe. How do 
know that gold would be driven 
out ? The experience of the world 
with the free coinage of two metals 
of different values proves this. U n- 
derthe 15 to 1 ratio, Irom 1792 to 
1834, gold was worth more as bul- 
lion than it was as coin, and was 
forced out of circulation. Under 
16 to 1 ratio silver was the 
dearer metal from 1834 to 1873, 
and nobody saw an American sil- 
ver dollar in trade channels in that 
time. The cheaper metal in each 
e was only 2c or jc below 
the dearer, and not 49c below, as 
; but even that small difference 
inexorably shut the dearer metal 
out. This is one of the immutable 
laws of finance, Gresham's la< 
Congress has no more power 
peal it than it has lo make the 
tides rise twice as often or 
high as they do now. 
true, Bryan virtually says 
nothing and cares nothing about 
Gresham's law. Neither does he 
know anything about Ihe law of 
gravitation, but the former equally 
with the tatttr can laugh at the 
decrees of parliaments.

The gold bond 
issues aggregate about $100,000,

tbe gold bonds amounts to about 
$6,000,000 in gold annually, but 
when the time comes around 
pay the interest we have to give up 
of our money. So w< 
really pay double interest on oui 
loan. Then the question present! 
itself, what amount will it take ti 
redeem the bonds at maturity? It'i 
a guess now as to what we wil 
owe at the time of redemption. If 
silver goes up we will owe less; if 
down it will take so much 
more of our money to pay our cred- 
itors. Its all according to what our 
dollar will bring in the markets 0/ 
ike world. 

'What Mexico wants most to- 
day is a fixed price of silver. What 
we fear most is the continual flue 
htatiom of the white metal. With 
silver up and down alternately our 
merchants cannot make calcula- 
tions for future transactions. In 1 
commercial sense we live from day to 
day. The merchant in 
would place his business in jeop- 
ardy if he made a contract cover 
ing what is looked upon as a rea- 
sonable time in the United States. 
As a result, the Mexican merchant 
imely conservative. He buys 
only what he actually needs, and 
when silver fluctuates violently as 
does,the Mexican merchant 
is obliged to draw back and wait 
until he can see his way clear to a 
purchase which will not prove a 
boomerang at the next day's quota- 
tion on silver. This condition of 
affairs naturally leads to a general 
conservativertess in all lines. Our 
commerce is restrained, as we 
must naturally proceed with the ut- 
most care and caution in all out 
busiaess ventures." 



The condition in the two coun- 
tries are different," replied Mr. 
Limantour. "The farm hands in 
Mexico get between 25c. and 40c. a 
day, but as most of them are In- 
dians, they have no great needs, 
content with low wages. 
The Mexican laborer is content tc 
lothes made ol cotton. The 
lower class ol laborers are satisfied 
ii they have for daily lare corn, 
beans, a little meat and bananas, 
which abound in great numbers. 
The average laborer can not afford 
ported products, such as furni- 
re. The highest wages are made 
by artisans from other countries, 
engineers, masons, etc. They get 
Irom $3 to $5 a day, of course, in 
Mexican money. Tinware, iron- 
ware, dishes and furniture and 
farming implements, especially the 
improved farm machinery, are very 
high in our country."
